eventful years of the past, they feel a just pride in the 
success which has rewarded their efforts and take this 
opportune time to join in joint celebration the Consti- 
tution which has contributed so large'y to their success 
through the use of its columns as an advertising medium.

On the first of July, eighteen hundred and sixty-six, uncer 
the firm name of Chamberlin, Cole & Boynton, in a little room 
25x100 feet, on the site of their present stand, this firm first 
saw the dawn of their successful business career. Two years 
later Mr. Cole retired, leaving the firm name Chamberlin & 
Boynton, at which time they doubled the space of their business 
by taking in an adjoining storeroom. In 1870 Mr. H. S. John- 
son, then a salesman and manager of the dress goods depart- 
ment, was admitted to the firm, becoming the company of 
Chamberlin, Boynton & Co. During the next ten years the 
firm made frequent additions as the growth of the business 
demanded, and in 1880, the year prior to the Cotton States 
Exposition, built the annex of 40x160 feet, the present home oi 
the carpet and drapery departments. wo years later, the 
building facing: Whitehall street was torn down and replaced by 
the present iron, granite and brick structure, at which time the 
firm did business through a temporary entrance on Hunter 
street, in the annex already built two years previous. In 1884 
Mr. Boyn:on retired, and the firm became Chamberlin, Johnson 
& Co., Mr. E. R. DuBose becoming the company, who assumed 
active management of the rapidly increasing carpet and furniture 
trade. This, the present personne/ of the firm, was continued 
under the same style until 1896, when it was incorporated into 
the Chamberlin-Johnson-DuDose Co., with E. P. Chamberlin, 
president and treasurer; H. S. Johnson and E. R. DuBose, vice- 
presidents, and Leon Walker, secretary. 
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Present... 


The business as it stands today occupies in round numers 
36,000 square feet of floor space; or fifteen times the space 
which amply quartered the original house thirty-two years ago. 
For a business of less magnitude the rooms would be consid- 
ered ideal, as better lighted, better ventilated and better floor 
arrangements would be hard to,find in the largest metropolitan 
cities. Broad and spacious aisles on either sid2 are intercepted 
in tne center by four distinct and separate departments, while 
to eitner side the most convenient and modern fixtures are 
given over to the disp'ay of dry goods and its kindred lines. 
Carpets, ruzs and draperies find their home in a room already 
mentioned, whicn in point of size of floor space and value of 
stock carrjed, is not excelled by half a dozen houses in the 
country.» Noiseless pneumatic cash systems replace the cash 
boy, making change in an instant from the cashier's office 200 
feet away, while agile bundle wrappers in each department wrap 
the parce! while the charige is being made. Within the past 
few years these seemingly spacious quarters have become in- 
adequate, owing to the large increasing trade. Departments 
have become outgrown. - While each is kept filled to its utmost 
capacity and space utilized to the best advantage—the lack of 
room has necessitated the dispensing of valuable lines which 
are in daily demand. Ninety days ago one department was 
temporarily benefited by the building of an office in the rear, 
thus offering a helping hand to a needing member, but such 
small helps wou'd not suffice.

A. W. Fierce, who was charged with be- 
ing the advamce agent of the troup, was 
liberated early yesterday morning because 
there was no prosecution. 

Yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock Manager 
Aleck Smith and Head Actor J. E. An- 
drews were taken before Justice Ieute on 
warrants charging them with Kk:dimaping 
Miss Lucia Kitchens ,one of the young la- 
dies from’ Macon. 

Detectiye Looney explained to the justice 
that he fad wired Mr. Kitchens in Ma- 
con of the arrest of the young meén, as 
he had ordered their arrest, and Mr. Kitch- 
ens had answered that he had no money 
with which to pay the expenses of taking 
the prisoners to Macon from Atlanta. 

The justice therefore decided that as 
there was no prosecutor present the pris- 
oners should be released,.and Andrews and 
Smith were immediately given tieir liberty. 

These were the young men, 28 was stated 
in yesterday’s Comstitution, who ;:arted an 
amateur theatrical troup -for the purpose of 
barn-storming a few districts in Georgia 
and Alabama. There were nine of them, 
six youths and three maidens. ‘The first 
performance was to have been given in Ma- 
rietta Tuesday evening ana tne arrests 
were made Tuesday morning. 


The three girls were taken back to their 


homes. 

Manager Smith declares it his intention 
to wed Miss Kitchens when he finds him- 
self financially able to do so, and if he 
does he cam then take her <n the rcad 
without any fear of parental bl »:k4de. 

Andrews and Smith were declignted to 
get their freedom yesterday. aAs they walk- 
ed arm in arm from the courtroom, one of 
them remarked to the other: 

“One man in his time plays many parts.” 

“And you see,” replied the other, “how 
we are following Shakespeare, for we had 
the justice act in this eventful history.’

Weather Bureau Officé, Atlanta, Ga., 8 
p. m., June 15, 1898.—The barometer is high 
to the east of the Mississippi river and 
low from South Dakota southward to cen- 
tral Texas. It ig highest over the lake 
region and lowest in South Dakota. The 
temperature is somewhat lower over the 
lakes, warmer in the northwest and but 
little change in other districts. About nor- 
mal temperature prevailed during the day 
in the interior of the southern states, but 
it wags quite warm along the Atlantic 
coast, temperatures of 90 degrees or above 
occurring during the day from Wilmington 
south. Temperatures of 60 degrees are re- 
ported from the lake region. Thunder 
showers are reported from St. Louis south- 
ward to New Orleans, also from the lower 
Missouri valley and from the northeast 
portion of the cotton belt. The weather is 
largely cloudy over the various districts 
to the east of the Rocky mountains. with 
rain falling at St. Louis, Wilmington and 
New Orleans.

HE new county jail is now finished 
[me the exception of some inside 

painting and a general cleaning up. 
It is probable that the building will be 
turned over to the county commissioners 
on July 4th and the house warming will be 
accompanied with an old-time Georgia wa- 


termelon cutting. 

Yesterday afternoon Jailer Maddox made 
a tour of inspection through the jail and a 
great many interesting points were gather- 
ed about the building and what is pro- 
posed under the new management which is 
to be inaugurated, There are many people 
who eye the new jail with much curiosity 
and who will never have a chance of see- 
ing what it looks like on the inside unless 
it be under circumstances too painful to 
arouse any interest. 

The lower floor of the front or granite 
portion of the) building will always be wide 
open, like the arcade in the Kimball house, 
and will not be behind iron doors, as is the 
office in. the old jail. And when you walk 
into that’new office you will feel as if you 
had stepped into a banking house, to fine 
and neat is everything about you, with 
walnut trimmings and tinted walis. The 
second and third floors of the front of the 
jail are arranged as sleeping apartments 
for the jailer and his family or assistants 
and the rooms are as elegantly arranged 
as in any first-class hotel. 

Waiking back from the offices on the 
first floor you come.to the consultation cells, 
there being four of them fixed so attorneys 
can talk privately to their clients without 
the latter being out of prison. 

Across a hali is the detention apartment. 
In this room the prisoners will be search- 
ed and then given a bath \land a suit of 
jail clothes. ‘Ine county will provide a suit 
of regulation clothes for every prisoner, 
the old clothes being kept for him in a 
registered bag, This wiil insure cleanliness 
in the cells. 

The other wings on the first floor are d'- 
vided off into cells. The cells on che first, 
second, third and fourth floors of the rear 
or east wing will be given exclusively to the 
moonshiners. 

The second floor is all cells, and so is the 

third. Om the fourth floor the south wing 
is to be used as a laundry room ind the 
same wing above it on the fifth floor is 
a kitchen, with which is connected a dumb 
waiter going to all the other floors, 
- On the fifth floor the east wing. :s hand- 
somely finished with tiling, and it is the 
hospital. On this floor the gallows is in a 
small north wing. Near the gallows are 
three cells to be used when there is a death 
watch just prior to a hanging. The gal- 
lows is made of wood and the noose is 
fastened to an irom bolt, which connects 
with a beam up in the roof of an algove 
made for the purpose and which is several 
feet above the main roof of the building. 

Passing through the cells in the western 
part of\| the jail you come to that portion 
of the building which is above and behind 
the sleeping apartments of the officials. 
Here. are several comfortable and very 


large cells, which can be had by tony pris- | 


oners who are able to pay for ‘extras.’ 

Then you gan go back down stairs by a 
stairway which runs through the tower, 
and as you descenu you come to the sileep- 
ing and eating rooms of the guards. From 
the sleeping rooms of the guards tlere is 
an entrance to the jail proper through 
heavy and bolted iron doors. Near the beds 
upon which the guards sleep there ‘'s a 
gong for the sounding of alarms wlhien they 
are suddenly needed. 

So there are three ways of going up into 
the prison, by the main stairway which 
leads up from one gallery.to another around 
the arcade, by which the jail is ventilated 
and which is im the center of the ! JHding; 
one by the guards’ stairway and ‘he other 
by the steam elevator. 

On the third floor there are two cells, 
known as the dungeons, and they are of 
steel, surrounded with double brick walls. 
So dark is it in a dungeon that ycu can 
hardly feel yourself, and yet it is co con- 
structed that there is a good ventilation. 

Throughout the buildine there are fine 
sanitary arrangements and electric lights 
and electric bells. The cells 2re :astened\ by 
patent bolts and it is an absolute impossi- 
bility for any one to get out. /In“yach cell 
there is an iron bed, with ‘a st@&i wire 
mattress, upon which will be placed™sjank- 
ets. The bed folds against the w of the 
cage.’ 

Each cell has a feed hole and it is the in- 
tention of Jailer Maddox to have 4 tin 
pan, with two partitions, for each cell, 
and a prisoner’s gravy and peas will be 
separated until he mixes them gastronomi- 
caliy himself. i 

Jailer Maddox says that people can be 
kept in the new jail under the aost acien- 
tific principles. He cam be locked up sci- 
entifically, fed scientifically, treated sclen- 
tifically and hanged scientifically. 

With a week’s touches with the paint 
brush and a week of cleaning up the new 
jail for Fulton coumty, the finest prison in 
the United States, and possibly in the world, 
wiil be ready for business.
